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Laws) are in the higheſt meaſure invaded and violated; but Our Authozity and Government moſt ſcandalouſty 
affronted and injured, and all Laws, Divine and humane, moſt weckedly inkringed, to the great repzoach of the 
true Religion and Faith, of which we are Defender, and dichonour of this Our Church and Kingdom, And Wi? 
being, upon all accounts, moſt Highly concerned to expzeſs Our deteſtation of the ſaid viniarnvus accept of paritthg+: 
and murder upon innocent perſons , the Governours of the Church, withont any imaginable cauſe oz pꝛovocatiag, 
but foz their loyalty and affection to cis, and zeal foz Our ſervice ; And conſidering how much it impoꝛteth tis 
honour of the eſtabliſhed Keligton, and okt Our Government, the pzeſervation ok the Authozity of Dur Laws, and 


im lpecial Our Acts of Parltament, anent invading andpurſaing Our Pivy Countellours, and doing violence to 


the perſons of Church⸗men, and the preventing of the overturning of the very beeing of Humane⸗ſocieties, that 
Allaſsinates be exemplarly punilhed, And in oꝛder thereto, that all polsible and exact endeavours be gone about fo: 
diſcovering and appꝛehending the ſaid Uillain; Therefoze, We, with advice of the Lozds of Our Pꝛivy Council, 


command and charge all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Bailtes of Regalities and their Deputes, Magiſtrates of Burghs

appꝛehend the perſon guilty of the ſad hoꝛrid crime, and to impꝛtlon him till he be bꝛought to Juſtice. As alſo, ge 
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within their reſpective Bounds and Jurisdictions, and Officers of Our ſtanding Foꝛces, to ſearch, ſeek, take and 


command and charge all and ſundzy Our Subjects of this Our Kingdom , that they uſe their utmoſt endeavours 


koꝛ detecting, diſcovering and appꝛehending the fozeſaid Aſſalsinate: And fo their further incouragement therein, 


We do declare and give aſſurance, that whoſoever ſhall ſo diſcover him that he may be appzehended, ſhall not only be 
indemniſted and pardoned, albeit they were acceſſozy to, and art and part of the fo:eſaidcrime,and ſhall never be called 
no2 accuſedtherefozein time coming; but ſhall ikewayes have payed to them the ſumof two thouſand Merks, Scots 
money; andthe perſon who ſhall appꝛehend the committer of the fozeſaid crime, and deliver him to ſure ward ar 
Firmance. ſhall have inſtantly the ſum of five thouſand Perks payed and delivered to him. Ltkeas do we pzohibie& 


and diſcharge all Our Subjects of this Kingdom, upon any colour oz pzetext whatſoever, to reſſet, harbour, cozre#%; 


ſpond with, oꝛ ſupply the ſaidperſon: Certifying all ſuch who ſhall contraveen this Our Pzoclamation, that chi 1 

ſhall be holden and repute guilty of the fozeſatd crime, and accoꝛdingly pꝛoceeded againſt with all rigour. And oꝛdannd 127 

thele pꝛelents to be pꝛinted, and publiſhed at the Mercat⸗croĩs of Edinburgh and other places necdful, that none pꝛetend 0 
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Al. Gibſon, Cl. Si Concilii. 
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
